DOCTOR M'KITTRICK ON
ST. PAUL'S IDEA OF WOMAN.

He Tanght Her That Before God
She Stood Side hy Side
With Man.

The Reversnd Doctor W, J. MeKittrick
preached a striking sermen yesterday evens
ing on the theme, “Bt, Paul's ldea of
Woman,” basing it op I Corinthilsns, xi, 10:
“For this cause ought the woman to have
power on Her becauze of the angels*
A I Corinthis + x4, 3; “And the heas of
the womun Is the man.'" The doctor said:-

“As we read tils 1ext 1t does not at first
sesm to make very much seheie. To tell
women that they ought to have power on
their heads becacse of the angels is not
a very clear or intelligent injunetion. Ea
If weo want to find out the meaning of the
words we muit go behind them. and In-
terpreét them in the light of the great {deas
in which they are imbedded. And. first of
all, we must remember thut Christianity on
Its soclal elde as on all ether sides was
revolutionary, and thiz largely becausze of
ita great and far-rex=hing doctrine af the
| equality and hrotherhood of all men be-
fors God.

“Jew and Greek, bond and free, man and
